auditorium, gymnasium and two prac- 
tise teaching and observation rooms 
‘These latter will be an innovation as 
| far as Canadian methods of teaching 


} are concerned, There will be one wing 
of the building allotted to junior or 
| public school grades, Two of thelr

Mental Deficiency Makes for 
Sad Problem in St. John 


Canadian Presse 
ST, JOHN, N.B,, Feb, 27.—That in the city and county of Saint John 
in an incomplete census of the feeble-minded there had already been 
listed about 500, was the arresting statement of Dr, Mabel Hanington in 
her address recently broadcast, She spoke of the census which had been 


nade by the six medical inspectors of schools at the request of the pro- 
vinclal government and hinted at some of the sad things she had seen 
She had found one lad, a 16-year-old imbecile, who had not left hir 


squalid home in one city street. for more than a year, and had facts con- 
cerning families with the feeble-minded taint traceable to the third and 
fourth generation, living in dirt, misery and irremediable poverty The 
social workers, Dr Haningion sald, were agreed the crux of al) thet 
problems was the feeble-minded group, the unliftable, unimprovable group 
of the subnormal homes where conditions were never bettered and where 


one decade and one generation but repeated the helpless dependency of 
ne before in a new torm 

She deplored the fact that these helpless ones, children in mind were 
going down to ruin, misery and death while their normal brothers and 
isters pressed fearlessly on. She asserted that the feeble-minded pro- 
blem was crying out for solution before any other problem, and that 
were it solved other problems of social reform would be cut in half She 
held that all community welfare workers and service club members would 
achieve their rea) alms more directly if they gave first heed to the care 
of the feeble-minded 

As the corresponding secretary of the New Brunswick Mental Hy- 
glene Council, Dr Hanington said that organization was advocating as 
the remedy for the alarming situation regarding the feeble-minded, a 


training home and farm colony for about 200 special ca such as exists 
already in most of the provinces. As a first step towards that institution 
the council urged the appointment of a prévincial psychiatrist to work 
out the plan and present concrete facts to the government, After the 
institution was in operation an extended farm colony and a parole system 
were next to be sought, and the subnormal saved from disaster, might 
become useful citizens and a tremendous economic saving carried out
